Manchester, June 12. 

A mechanical brain that may 
eventually compete on equal 
terms with the human mind 
has been developed at Manche- 
ster University. 

It may even compose poetry. 
says mathematician A. W. Tur- 
ing, who is testing its thinking 
powers, - . oo 

Discussing robot brains in gen- 
eral, the University’s Professor 
Geoffrey Jefferson said on Thurs- 
Gay ‘he doubts if one will ever 
coimpcre a sunnet or a concerto. 
‘He told the Reyal College of 
Surgeons a machine with enough 
artificial brain calls for that 
would have to be as big as the 
Empire State Building in New 
York. It would take the power 
of a Niagara Falls to run it, Pro- 
tessor Jefferson added. 

But Turing says no one can 
tell yet how smart this new 
thinking machine may be 

“It may take years before we 
settle down to its possibilities,” 
he said, “but I do not see why 
it should not enter any one of 
the fleld’e normally covered by 
the human intellect and even- 
tually compete on equal terms.” 

‘Turing told reporters at the 
University that the new “Brain” 
Is only a forctaste of what is to 
come. 

He kept secret the actual 
operating principle of the ma- 
chine. The apparatus consists 
of complex rows of electrical 
units, a tangle of wires and 
panels of bulbs, tubes and valves.

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SHANGHAI 
BLOCKADE 


Hopes for an early resump- 
tion of trade and passenger 
service by sca with Shang- 
hai received an unexpected 
setback last weele with the 
reported mining of the Yang- 
tse River mouth by Nattonal- 
ist. craft. While the report 
has not yet been definitely 
confirmed, it nevertheless has 
been responsible for halting 
all sea traffic to“and from the 
Northern city. ° x 

Should the report be .true, 
and the Nationalists have ac- 
tually mined the approaches 
to the largest port ‘in China, 
there is no need to under- 
estimate the consequences of 
this action as far as Shang- 
hai is concerned. The city 
depends for its power and 
light on an unhampered sup- 
ply of fuel oil. Without 
fuel, the Shanghai power 
Company’s fenerators must 
necessarily idle, paralysing 
ithe city's industries, black-. 
ing-out the homes and offices 
of six million people. Pre- 
sent fuel stocks of the Shang- 
hai Power Company are run- 
ning low and latest reports 
stress the urgency of re- 
plenishing them before they 
are exhausted. 

The Communists evidently 
do not possess the necessary 
craft to sweep the river “and 
clear a safety lane for ocean- 
going vessels, and one report 
states that a foreign ship- 
ping firm has radioed to for- 
cign naval craft anchored 
outside the Yangtse to inves- 
tigate the matter. Although 
this would appear to be the 
best. way to determine whe 
ther> mines have actually 
been laid, any such _ inves- 
tigation would be “illegal” 
in view of the Communist 
warning against entry of for- 
eign warships into Chinese 
territorial waters. Whether 
the alternative of a blockad- 
ed port will induce the Com- 
munists to permit such inter- 
ference on the grounds of 
humanitarian . reasons re- 
mains to be seen. 

Another interesting report 
tells of a “raid” by 4 lone 
Nationalist fighter plane on 
an area in the immediate 
vicinity of Lunghwa airport. 
This action, together with 
the reported mining of the 
Yangtse River mouth, can 
lead to only one conclusion: 
that the Nationalist Govern- 
ment is serlously considering 
jsolating the great metro- 
polts and presenting the 
Communists - with a major 
headache for. which aspirins 
will hardly provide a ‘cure. 

The Nationalists are prob- 
ably hoping by such action 
to cfeate enough- fertile 
ground for unrest ‘to force 
the Communists td concen- 
trate more of thelr military 
forces and administrative 
personnel on Shanghai: than 
they had intended to. A 
city as unwieldy as Shang- 
hai fs more than a match for 
any. municipal organisation 
in times of an economic crisis 
—n fact which the National-: 
ista-learned for themselves 
only too well. Whether 
they will. succeed, or whe- 
ther such tactics will act. as 
a boomerang and alienate 
what little affection is left 
for the Government among 
Shanghallanders, remains to 
be seen.

Trial Of Strength 

-{t was broath-takingly exciting 
lo watch this gigantic trial of 
strongth detween Church and 
State during the frst f{ivo 
months of 1948, Tho Government, 
which was gradually veer- 
ing towards a dictatorship of the 
proletariat, tried to obtain tho 
approval of the Church—the 
highest spiritual authority—for a, 
regime which afmed nt the sup- 
pression af natural rights and the 
frocdom of humanity. The battle 
ended with the victory of the 
Government, but the moral victor. 
nevertheless went to the Church 
which throughout, without waver- 
ing for one moment, remained 
true to !ts eternal vocation, It is 
Cardinal Mindszenty’s merit that, 
during this perhaps the most 
tragic period of Hungary's history, 
the ‘Roman Catholic Church was 
the only one which rofused to 
render assistance to a political 
system which is fundamentally 
anti-human and anti-national, and 
upheld in the nation’s mind its 
Christian and European vocation. 

The phrase “the Roman Catholic 
Church has not acknowledged tho 
Hungarian Republic” became a 
refrain in the speeches of tho 
Hungarian Government. On Jan- 
usry 10 the Budapest radio, quot- 
Ing the spokesman of tho Hun- 
garian Foreign Office, sold that the 
-Govarnment—was—quile- willing to 
re-establish diplomatic relations 
with the Holy See, but only on 
condition that the Catholic Church 
accepted the Republic. 

‘The Cardinal at once repudiated 
the charge, but since the Foreign 
Office refused to instruct Budapest 
radio to correct their statement, 
the Cardinal was forecd to inform 
public opinion through the Magyar 
Courir, the semi-official organ of 
the Roman Catholic Church,: that 
tho statement mado by tho Fore!

You do not have to share her’ 
feed, or oven be anywhere near 
her. The undesirable flavour of 
feed — hay for. example — cin 
turn up in your bottle of milc.. 
People with a keen sense of taste . 
and smell con detect it 


Because so mony things con 
affect .the flavour of milk, the 
dalry cows which supply most 
large cities have become = regi- 
mented. : 


The Grade A dalry cow must’ * 
take her hay at certain. times of 
dny. She must nob grazo too 
Inte In the afternoons. She may 
have to cat-carrots. If she !s 
about to go dry, she must be 
put with other cows not near 
the end of the milk-giving perlod, 


The delicacy of milk favour 
also dictuies to the dalryman. 
He muat not atlow the milk to 
come Into contact with copper 
or iron. He must not allow the 
fumes of petrol, paraffin, tobacco 
or fly spray in the barn during 
milking time. He must keep the 
milk away from contact with 
fish or frult. 


The mil must not stand: in 
warm ‘places or In sunlight; it 
must not go through abrupt 
changes in temperature. It must 
not be shaken violently on the- 
way to market. 


A tew’ hundred people with 
sharp tastes ond keen noses are 
checking up consfantly on dairy 
cow conduct. They can -tell 
‘pretty well. what o cow has Heen ~ 
doing simply by sipping some 
of her milk. 


Utillsing these discriminating. . 
human palates, the big dairy . 
companies have virtually stand- 
ardised the taste of milk.—~Asso- 
elated Press.
